Establishment of a Continue 
ation High School and curricu- 
lum modifications for 1967-68 
were discussed and approved at 
the Chaffey Union High School 
board of trustee meeting Mar.

A new one-dose measles vace 
cine which gives permanent 
protection against regular 
‘“‘teneday measles,’’ is now 
available. 

According to Dr, Cosand the 
measles dose may be given to 
children 1 through 10 years of 
age who have not had regular 
ten day measles or who have 
not been protected against this 
harmful disease,

In some areas half of all 
children under age 5 in San 
Bernardino County are not pro. 
tected. 


Parents are warned not to

Measles have left countless 
numbers of children effected 
with mental retardation, brain 
damage, ear infection, or a 
damaged heart.

Mike MoCray of Santa 
Ana, who represented Nowels, 
said in researching the case, 
he could find no example ine 
volving newspapers, though 
there were cases where re-« 
tailers sought protection un- 
der the Fair Practices Act in 
the California Business and 
Professions Code (Sections 17- 
030 and 17041), maintaining 
none can protest fair compe. 
tition but contending undercute 
ting below expenses was Une 
fair. 

The case has made the im- 
portant national ‘trade publi- 
cations” lke Editor and Pub. 
lisher and the Publishers’ Au. 
xillary, 

MY NEWSPAPERS have had 
a staunch policy of not cutting 
rates, or giving free adver- 
tising. 

There is constant pressure 
on the part of advertisers to 
cut rates, or give something 
away free, But I’ve always con- 
tended that once a newspaper 
starts this practice, there is 
no ead In sight. 

For above all, a newspaper 
must be fair with all of tts 
advertisers -- and once 4 rate. 
cutting policy starts, there ts 
no stopping it. 

And all that is needed is for 
one advertiser to have a cup 
of coffee with another, The guy 
who doesn® get the reduced 
rate gets mad; but the guy 
who does get a lower rate ne- 
ver can be sure that someone

1967. 

G. Leon Gregory, San Bere 
nardino County Tax Collector, 
urged taxpayers to mail their 
remittances early and thereby 
avoid the last minute rush. Tax 
payers may either mail the 
second installment stub 
with thier check or money order 
in the even amount of taxes,or, 
if a receiptis desired, may mail 
the entire biil for validation, 
In the latter case, a self. 
addressed, stamped envelope 
will hasten the return of the 





receipt. 

Tax remittances forwarded 
through the mail must, by State 
Law, be postmarked on or be. 
fore the April 10, 1967 delin- 
quent date, after that date, a 
6% penalty on the second amount 
and a $3 cost charge attach 
pursuant to State Law, 

A review of the accounting 
records of the Tax Collector's 
Office indicate that, af the total 
tax charge for the current fis- 
eal year of $113,767,030 the sum 
of $64,857,804 or 57% has been 
collected through Mar, 1, 1967.
